Ordinance 
Question 


YORBA LINDA — Legal 
proceedings have been instituted 
by Sidney Radus to resurrect the 
issue of the former initiative 
ordinance on which judgment 
declaring it to be invalid was 
entered by the court in 
November, 1969. 

The initiative ordinance 
proposed that all zone 
classifications other than 
residential 10,000 and 15,000 
square foot lots be eliminated 
with an attempt to _ preserve 
non-conforming uses now in 
existence. 

The City Council considered the 
fact that $50,000 has been spent 
on the preparation of a general 
plan, months of hearings and 
study sessions have been held on 
the general plan, a whole new 
zoning ordinance has_ been 
prepared and will be submitted 
shortly to the City Council; and, 
many sections of the original 
zoning ordinance, purportedly 
being amended by the initiative 
ordinance, have been repealed 
during the last 2-1/2 years. 

Although the City Council 
previously stipulated that it would 
take no part in the prior lawsuit 
and agreed to be bound by the 
previous judgment, in view of the 
actions the City has taken during 
the past 2-1/2 years, the City 
Council, at a special meeting held 
on Thursday, August 12, 1971, 
authorized the City Attorney to 
defend the city in the current 
case.

Merchants And Taxpayers 


Hit By Placentia Ordinance 


Over 200 signs in Placentia will become illegal and must 
be torn down on September 1 according to the city’s 
ridiculously restrictive and nonsensical sign ordinance. 

This ordinance, with its extreme provisions, has caused 
great hardship on business in the city and has kept many 
businesses from locating in the city. 

By keeping business out we know the city has lost many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in sales tax revenue, 
revenue which must be made up by the taxpayer. 

Three examples will suffice to point out the enormities 
found in the ordinance. 

First, the ordinance outlaws all neon signs and signs 
painted on buildings, both of which abound in the city. 

Why are these types of signs being outlawed? The 
planning department has decided that they look bad or are 
associated with declining neighborhoods. 

These reasons may be noble, but, is it necessary to outlaw 
all of these signs, at great cost to the store owners, even 
though they may look better than the newer signs, so that 
there can be so-called “conformity” in city signing? 

Second, very stringent size limits are set on signs using a 
formula based on the size of the part of the business facing 
the street. 

We wonder if it is necessary to enforce such size 
requirements when such enforcement can lead to ludicrous 
results. Must we have ridiculous regulations which in many 
cases require wholesale variances to obtain a workable 
signing plan for a shopping center? 

Are these very stringent signing codes doing the city any 
good when they drive major shopping centers, which 
produce tremendous amounts of sales tax revenue, into the 
arms of neighboring communities? 

A third part of the sign ordinance outlaws rotating signs 
of any kind, from barber poles on up. 

We know of several cases where enforcement of this 
regulation caused direct violations of state law regulating 
signing on some businesses. 

We agree with the intent of the city to prevent the garish 
signing with flashing lights and massive rotating signs found 
in too many cities. 

We question, however, whether it is necessary to virtually 
strangle business in this city or drive it to other cities in 
order to. accomplish this end. 

We resent the obvious bungling of the Placentia Planning 
Department in their handling of this ordinance and we 
resent the pressures being put on the taxpayer’s checkbook 
due to the loss of sales tax revenue.

Kraemer Park is having 
problems, but plans are 
being made to help the park 
solve its dilemma.

The land around the 
Backs Community Building 
was planted with dichondra 
seed, and another “holding 
grass” put over it. Then 
later, when it came up, 
would be removed, to allow 
the dichondra to flourish. 
Such was not the case. 


Either due to extreme hot - 


weather or too much water 
the dichondra rotted and 
died and the other, mostly a 
water type grass flourished. 
The ivy also suffered from 
the heat.

Clock Made From 





Patrons and visitors to the 
Placentia District Library 
often look up at a clock on 
the wall, presumably to see 
the time of day. That clock 
is one of many historical 
artifacts at the library. 

Inscribed on the back of 
the clock are the words, 
“9/50 CH H. Walnut in this 
clock came from the 
wardrobe which belonged to 
Abraham Lincoln and was 
brought to California by 
sailing vessel around the 
Horn. Presented to Placentia 
Library by Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Hunt, June 1952.” 
' Research into the history 
of clock by Miss Virginia 
Carpenter, an 18 year 
member of staff at the 
library, produced the fact 
that the wardrobe was 
owned by the Houghton 
family and given by Stanley 
and Davey Houghton to 
Hunt. The father of Stanley 
was the first congressman 
from California, covering 
the district. from San 
Francisco to the Mexican 
Border. 


Taken from the records 
and files of the early days of 
the library was much 
information on the clock 
and Hunt gathered by Miss 
Carpenter. 

Charles H. Hunt was a 
professor and worked in 
Health and_ Physical 
Education’ in Long Beach 
before coming to Placentia. 
He helped to manage the 
1932 Olympics in_ Los 
Angeles and_ received a 
medal for his efforts. . 

About 1951 he and his 
wife moved to Placentia and 
he set up a workshop for his 
hobbies of wood carving, 
making . — and a 
collection authentic 
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Lincoln Wardrobe 


clown. faces and one of 
miniature totem poles. 


The totem poles, carved in 
Port Orford cedar which a 
friend brought him, are 
believed to be the largest in 
the world and each one is an 
exact replica in carving and 
paint of a real totem pole. 

He gave many things to 
the Placentia Dzistrict 
Library, among them the 


small tall-case clock made 
from a part of President 
Lincoln’s wardrobe. The stx 
foot piece of walnut was 
given to him with the 
condition that neither it, 
nor anything made of it 
could be sold. 


Another thing was a large 
display case which he and 
Ralph W. Newton made 
together. Newton: is a 
retired oil worker. 

When Hunt died, he left 
the totem pole and clown 
head collections to the 
library. 

He held classes in carving 


for= the. boys: aiecme 
community and worked 
with them.
